DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1- 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by King et 
al. (5619610). 

King (Figs. 2-5D) shows an optical fiber connector having a bundle of plurality of 
optical fibers 31 surrounded by an insulating medium 32 surrounded by a cylindrical 
conductor 35, two ferrules 400, 100, each with a cylindrical member and a hollow 
cylinder, a sleeve 23 with a longitudinal slot and alignment mechanism (two keyways 
and a key 41, 42).
